Washington—Farm legislation has 


been denned by the Hoover adminis 
tration as embracing broad discre 
tionary powers to federal agenciei 
to deal with each commodity as ma> 
be dictated by experience. 


Although President 
Hoover has 


not expressed his views, the nationa 
capital is'- convinced. that the testi 
mony of the new secretary of agri 
culture, Arthur M. Hyde, reflects 
absolutely the viewpoint of the ad 
ministration. 


What Mr. Hoover wants is a fed 


eral farm board "clothed with broa< 
and general authority," and an ap 
propriation of approximately $300, 
000,000 to be used as a revolving 
fund. This is in a sense a revival o 
tho principles successfully applied 
by the "War Finance Corportion un 
der Eugene Meyer and later in the 
president's cotton 
committee. 
In 


other words the essentials of this 
plan have actually been worked ou 
in emergencies 
heretofore. 
It is 


simply a method of stabilizing the 
situation in the particular branch o: 
agriculture and frequently 
'means 


the use of government machinery 
only to' bridge a gap.

Progress in Readjustment 


Apparent in Recent Weeks, 
Statement Says 


Washington — M5)— Continuation 


of the credit adjustment cooperation 
of federal reserve banks and mem- 
ber banks which has-been attended 
by the federal reserve board in a 
statement published Friday reitera- 
ting its warning of Feb. 1. 


The board's statement of Feb. T, 


it recalled, "pointed out that, owing 
to the unusual absorption of credit 
in the security market, money rates 
to business were increasing at 
a. 


time of the year when money con. 
ditions are -usually easy." 


"In this statement," it explained, 


"the board endeavored to enlist the 
cooperation of the federal 
reserve 


banks and member banks, in order 
to bring about 'an orderly readjust- 
ment in the credit situation. Pro- 
gress In_this readjustment in recent 
weeks is indicated by the decline in 
brokers' loans of member banks. 


"Continued developments in this 


direction, indicating a definite re- 
versal of recent trends, would re- 
lease an increasing amount of credit 
for the use of trade and would lead 
to an easing in the money situation. 


"In case the desired readjustment 


is not brought about by voluntary 
cooperation, however, the federal re- 
serve system may adopt other meth- 
ods o' influencing the situation/'

DRY AGENTS SHOT 


16 IN 15 MONTHS 


7 U. S. Prohibition Men and 


2 Customs inspectors Kill- 
ed in Same Time 


Washington—W)—Assistant

rotary Lowman reported Friday that 
16 persons had been killed by pro 
hibition agents and coast guardsmen 
in enforcing the prohibition law dur- 
ing the last" 15 months. • 


In the same period seven prohibi- 


tion agents" and two mounted cus 
toms inspectors were killed by per 
sons they sought to arrest. 


In making public details of each 


case in which a citizen" was killed "by 
a government officer, Lowman-jsaid 
that the number of violent -arrests 
was growing materially less and he 
attributed the decrease to observance 
of the rule promulgated more than a 
year ago prohibiting the'promlscu 
ous use of.firearms by .prohibition 
agents. Following those instructions 
he" said, prohibition agents never re 
sorted to the use of weapons except 
to protect their lives. 


Of the total number; killed during 


the period 11 persons met death In 
resisting arrest by prohibition off! 
cers, who lost only four less of theh 
own number. Coast guardsmen killec 
five persons in the 15 months but no 
persons were killed by customs offi- 
cers during the year. The custom? 
inspectors slain were killed by smug- 
glers near Kl Paso, Texas, in 192S. 


In every case where an agent kill- 


ed a citizen in attempting to make 
an arrest where the officer was not 
absolved of blame by a coroner's or 
grand jury, he has been found to 
have acted in performance of his du- 
ty when tried in court, Lowman said. 


Statistics show that since the. in- 


auguration of the prohibition law 'a 
total of 135 persons have been killed 
by prohibition agents. During the 
nine years 55 prohibition agents have 
met death in line of duty.

less disposition now to adopt a dis- 
count policy that may affect

Undoubt- 
edly more pressure is being brought 
to bear on the federal reserve board 
to conform to public opinion than in 
those anxious days when commodity 
prices were falling and a number of 
important institutions were in ser- 
ious trouble.

electricity while the 253 plants o! 
1925 produced only 976,306,489 kilo-

It was the second siege against this historic 


Virginia town in a little more-than 100 years, 
The -first, in 1781, caused the surrender of Corn- 
wallls and -brought 'the^Revolutionary War to a 
victorious close. The second, in 1861, <was an im- 
portant phase of the Civil War. 


ilcCiellan moved against the town on April 


5, 1S62, in a_ campaign which did not have the 
full support of President Lincoln. After the alt- 
tack began, McClellan, according-to his memoirs, 
received a'telegram dated April 4, which took 
several corps from his command and reduced his 
fighting fojce from 155,000 to 68,000. This re- 
sulted in-making a long drawn out biege of what 
was intended to be a quick assault. 


Later McClellan 'svas joined by reinforcements 


which brought the number of Federals up ta 
about 93,000. and General Magruder, defending 
Yorktown, was reinforced by General Johnson, 
and his army of 40.000. General Johnson took 
command and seized an,-opportunity to retreat 
secretly. He was pursued"by part of the Federal 
army and was forced on May 5 to fight the 
spirited battle of Williamsburjr.

The outstanding fact about thesi 


short stories is the same fact tha 
was outstanding' about the stories 
of Norway and Sweden: they an 
stories without a pattern. The au 
thors are individual story writers 
not members of a school. They do 
not feel obliged to write like O. Hen 
ry or like anybody else, or like the 
stories in the "Saturday Evening 
Post." Each writer seems to have a 
story in his svstem aod lie tells i 
in his own way. Sometimes lie ram 
bles. if that is the effect he is trying 
to produce: sometimes he is economi 
cal of words and tightens up hi 
sfory to the highest degree. Some 
times he comes of a surprise conclu 
sion and gives the emotion of hi 
audience^ a final twist that leaves 
them gapping. 


The point is they seem to be un 


der no compulsion to turn out an: 
kind of a story. If their artistic in 
stlncts tell them that a sudden twi" 
Is required by the needs of the storv 
they provide that type. If the stor.v 
•s a pastorale and it is more artisO 
to easo it off gradually to a conclu 
sion that can be seen long in ad 
vance they do not hesitate to usi 
that type.

But the truth remains that the 


short story cannot be confined to 
any particular franc. There are a 
housand human emotions that must 
be expressed In the form of the short 
story if that story as a national 
'orm of liteiature Is to be healthy. 
When the O. Henry type of short 
story was lording it over the writers 
of this country there were many 
emotions that could not be expressed 
after the O. Henry formula; life was 
oo rich and too varied to be caught 
n such a frame, effective though it 
was in the hands of a master. The 
only .thing the writers of the short 
story could do was either to leave 
many emotions untouched in 
the 


short story or to torture them in- 
to the pattern that was a technical 
necessity of their craft. 


I have read any number of short 


stories that were completely ruined 
as works of art for that reason. 
They were effective on the surface 
but y&u could feel their essential 
falseness. 


There is nothing like that in this 


volume of Danish stories. Some are 
better than others but they are all 
Individual expressions of individual 
artistic. And that means a great 
deal.

and probably never will. 


What Canadian officials want to 


do is 'prevent the monopolization of 
the air in Canada by American Jazz, 
American propaganda and American 
manufacturers " A royal comm-ssion, 
appointed by 
Premier 
MacKenzie 


King, is now investigating Canadian 
radio conditions, and \iill make re- 
commendations for the future. This 
commission is to determine whether 
the 
dominion 
government 
should 


take over the operation of broadcast- 
ing, and in that v ay rectify the de- 
plorable broadcasting conditions, or 
whether other steps should be tak- 
en. 


A candid, open statement of the 


Canadian situation is made by R. W. 
Ashcroft. manager of Trans-Canada 
Broadcasting company, the 
domin- 


ion's closest approach to a national 
chain. 


In an address before the Adver- 


tising Club of Montreal, Mr. Ash- 
croft diagnosed the broadcasting ills 
of his country and made a fervent 
plea for the commercial support of 
Canada's broadcasting 
system. He 


admits that Canadian listeners are 
dead against the exclusion of Amer- 
ican programs unless they are of- 
fered Canadian programs just as 
good, but adds that "no true Cana- 
dian wants radio in this country to 
be Americanized to the extent that 
our movies and our theatres have al- 


ready been Americanized, If it can 
be avoided." 
. 


"We cannot prevent American ra- 


dio programs from coming Into Can- 
ada over the air—and we are truly 
grateful for many of them—but we 
can 
provide 
Canadian 
programs 


which are just as good as they are," 
he continues. "We admit that until 
about a year ago Canadian radio 
was a huge joke—a travesty. None 
of us would, until recently think o"f 
listening m to a Canadian station 
if-ne could get satisfactory recep- 
tion from an American station.0 


But, adds Mr. Ashcroft. the sit- 


uation is different today in eastern 
Canada, and can be still further Im- 
proved, because there are some hi*h 
gratis sponsored programs of Cana- 
dian origin. 


Mr. Ashcroft suggests the 
crea- 


tion of a dominion radio commission 
to regulate commercial broadcasting 
which would have the six exclusive 
and eleven shared wave lengths to 
deal with. "I doubt if the United 
States will ever voluntarily give us 
any more, as they have their own 
troubles to deal with." 


Licenses should bo granted to six 


stations of not less than 5,000 watts 
(in contrast to the two such stations 
now operating) spanning the domin- 
ion, he suggests. Licenses 
then 


should be granted to relay stations 
of not less than 500 watts capacity 
which would utilize the eleven Can- 
adian shared wave lengths, and these 
17 "main" stations would be hooked* 
up as -a net-work for chain programs 
of a sponsored character. In this way. 
he suggests, Canada can win back its' 
radio listeners, and provide them 
with first class Canadian entertain- 
ment. 


"N'ot a dial would need to be turn- 


ed to tune in an American station. 
In fact, hundreds of thousands Amer- 
ican llsteners-in would be tuned into 
Canadian stations," says he.

self has not enlightened anyone and 
it is understood that he haa as yet 
made no definite plans beyond his 
intention to 
contribute occasional 


magazine articles. 


He has turned down a number of 


jobs, but it is not known whether he

clear that he will not return to his 
old profession of law in Xorthamp- 
ton. 


If he were to accept all the offers

His only drawback 


might eventually become a shortage 
of subject material. 


The question of what ought to be 


done about ex-presidents has always 
provided a source for argument. The 
supreme court offers a good berth, 
just as dignified as the presidency, 
but good lawyers are required for 
those jobs and not all presidents have 
been that. 


T. R. WAS SPECTACULAR 


TVhat his post-White House career 


amounts to depends on the individu- 
al president. Roosevelt always went 
in for the spectacular, in or out of 
office, and besides hi3 huntinp-ex- 
ploration tours in Africa and South 
America became a presidential can- 
didate again, organized a new short- 
lived but important political party, 
tned to raise a division for the "World 
^Var and wrote trenchant magazine 
articles. 


Taft. the only ex-president living 


except Coolidge, taught law at Tale 
for several years before a Republic- 
an administration was able to make 
him chief justice in 1S21. 


"Wilson, whose health was broken 


1 'e in his second term, opened a law 
office here afterward 
with Bain- 


bridge Colby, but was never able to 
do much with it before his death. 


JMcKmley and Harding died in of- 
fice. 


Grover Cleveland was 
the first 


president to be voted back into the 
White House after being once voted 
out, 
Between his two terms begin- 


ning in 1S85 and 1893, heipracticed 
Jaw in New Tork City and prepared 
as best he could for the next con- 
test. He lived until 1908 at Prince- 
ton, 
N. J., after his final retirement, 


delivering lectures at the university 
and writing many articles on nation- 
al affairs. 


Benjamin Harrison 
also wrote, 


practiced law and lectured on con- 
stitutional law after March 4, 1893. 
He wrote a book called "This Coun- 
try of Ours," and served as an 
American member of both the peace 
conference after the Spanlsh-Amer- 
lean War and of the International 
Board of Arbitration. 


Chester A. Arthur died in little less 


than a year after retiring from the 
presidency. Garfleld, who had pre- 
ceded him, was assassinated. 


Rutherford B. Hayes, 
who like 


Grant and Garfield 
had 
been a 


Civil War general, devoted his- post- 
presidential career to education and 
philanthropy. He was a strong ad- 
vocate of prison reforms and man- 
ual training. 


GRANT HAD TROUBLE 


tJlysses S. Grant, who was regard- 


ed for a time as a third-term candi- 
date, had all sorts of trouble after 
he left the White House. He made 
a world tour during which he was 
honored and acclaimed everywhere. 
But then he entered business, which 
he knew little about ,and suffered 
severe financial loss. He wrote me- 
moirs in an effort to recoup and Con- 
gress voted him a general's pay for 
life. 


Andrew Johnston wa^ nearly boot- 


ed out before he finished the rest 
bf Abraham Lincoln's term. He stay- 
ed in politics and in 1S74 was elected 
to the Senate, where he died after 
a few months in his seat 
during 


\\ hich he made violent attacks on his 
old enemies. 
, 


In one way or another, most of 


the earlier president stayed In pub- 
lic life after leaving the White House. 


Senator Simeon Fess of Ohio has

error of thinking that child training 
is "breaking dow;n." It Is exactly the 
opposite—"building: up." The break- 
ing-down process is necessary only 
when a bad start has been made, and 
usually it is a confession of failure 
somewhere. 


Make commands few and simple, 


so they can be obeyed with reason- 
able ease. Unreasonable commands 
make a child unruly and cross: sym- 
pathetic treatment makes a child 
sweet-tempered and obedient. 


Here are the important things to 


remember. Make a mental note of 
them. 


Praise a child for being good, and 


tell someone else how good he has 
been—and he is good! 


Don't fight with a little child. Get 


his co-operation in other ways, by 
reasoning, if possible. 


Don't scold him for 
rvery little 


thing. Don't scold him at all if you 
ca'i help it. 


Study him; children are different. 


[f he seems to be naturally selfish, do 
everything you can to Interest him 
n other people. If he is» the sensl- 
:ive. high-strung, "unsure" type, do 
everything you can to give him cour- 
ige. Here, too, the best thing to do 


to encourage outside interests.
